VWHEREAS, M. Frieburg returned to LeRoy and opened an
electrical appliance store, which he operated for several
years until he decided to go into banking; he worked as a
bank teller at LeRoy State Bank and within a few years becane
a bank examner for the State in 1958, when he noved to

Arlington Heights; and

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and graduated fromthe G aduate School of Banking at the
Uni versity of W sconsin in the md-1960s; follow ng
graduation, he joined the Bank & Trust Co. of Arlington
Hei ghts and served as executive vice president; he left in
1981 with plans to retire but a year later joined Suburban
